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LETTERS TO UNCLE SAM 

My Dear Uncle Sam: 

I am sending you this letter by special 
delivery, as I want you to get it right away, 
so you can act quick—the necessity is ur- 
gent, ; 

You have just simply got to send troops 

to San Francisco right away, and shoot a 
thousand or two of those street car men 
and iron workers: who want more wages. 
I am sorry this has to be done, for maybe 
a few of them deserve to live a little bit 
longer, but I am just in receipt of marked 
copies of the Los Angeles Times, the Sac- 
ramento Bee and the San Francisco Argo- 
naught, containing fine editorials which 
point out that it is necessary to shoot those 
guys right now. These papers and 
several others say that it is necessary 
to do this, so I guess you had better wire in- 
structions to the war department to get 
busy and do it p.d. q. If you don’t there 
is Hable to be several thousand more of 
the dirty faced overall-clad wops walk out, 
and then we will have toshoot just that 
many more, and use up valuable am- 
munition that costs our friends the mu- 
nitions makers money to make. 

The Times, the Bee and the Argonaught 
all say this is the corréct thing to do, and 
that ought to settle it. What more do you 
want? That is evidence enought isn’t it? 

Maybe it will be cheaper to ‘use gas 
bombs or liquid fire, but you will know 
more about that than I do, as about all 
I shoot is warm ozone. The Times wants 
the vigilantes to do it, but the Bee and 
Argonanught insist upon troops. Perhaps 
we better have both. 

In Colorado where I came from we did 

not monkey with the grimy and oil-stained 
wollopers a minute. You will remember 
that when our mutual friend Rockefeller, 
who owns the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., 
complained that the coal miners wanted 
more pay and were saucy about it the state 
sent in the troops and shot quite a mess of 
them, and they have been dead ever since. 
I tell you, Uncle, the great journals I have 
quoted to you here are right. There is 
nothing to do with an obstreperous com- 
mon slob of a working man who thinks he 
has to have more wages just because com- 
modity prices go up except to kill him! 
Of course, it is too bad, that he has to be 
killed, but he ought to think of that be- 
fore he gets cocky and demands as high 
as three or four dollars a day for making 
ships and things. 

As I just said, in Colorado we didn’t 
take any of his impertinence. Those we 
did not shoot we loaded onto boxears and 
took them down to the deserts of New Mex- 
ico and Arizona and gave them a swift 
kick. TI tell vou, Uncle, you just can’t fool 
around with a ‘workingman. |. He hasn’t 
a lick of sense, anyway—if he had he 


wouldn't be a workingman. He would 

start a powder factory and be a gentle- 

man. 2 
It grieves me to have to advocate harsh 
measures this wav; asI have always 
thought that maybe in time we could teach 
these guys with callouses on their mits to 
be sensible and logical, but it just can’t 
be done. Just look at the absurdity of 
their claims right now—they say that be- 
cause the cost of living has gone up 65 
per cent that they should have more pay. 
Can you beat it? The true logie of all 
that is that when the price of meat goes 
up they should eat less meat, and the same 
with butter, and other things. It is per- 
fectly simple. Nothing hard to. reason 
out about that at all, but they won’t do it. 
That’s why we have got to take the advice 
of The Times, Bee and Argonaught and 
shoot ’em. 

It is rumored that the Times made a big 
cleanup on that $35,000,000 aqueduct steal 
at Los Angeles, that the Bee mer are 
wealthy, and that the Argonaight is the 
organ of the liquor interests, as well as 
the San Franciseo Chamber of Commerce, 
but. that just goes to prove that they are 
all smart and intelligent people, and the 
opinions of our smart and intelligent yeo-' 
ple are always worth while. 

When you send the troops to shoot these 
unreasonable and misguided members of 
union labor, Uncle, I wish you would no- 
tify me in advance by telephone, as T want 
to send. over a reporter to write up the oc- 
casion—it will make a cracker-jack good 
story for the front page, Maybe I’ll go 
over myself and see the fireworks, though 
IT am a bit tender hearted, and I sort of de- 
plore the urgent necessity of putting these 
soiled toilers out of their misery. 

Trusting that you will do this job as hu- 
manely as possible, and not have to shoot 
them more than once, thus saving them 
pain and also saving on the expense of am- 
munition, and hoping they will all look 
natural-afterward, and that those who take 
their places will cultivate more sense than 
to demand more pay every time the price 

of grub goes up a few notches, I am, with
